"Wliile the boundaries of Europe to- 
day are trembling in the balance of 
war." says a statement'issued today 
by the National Geographic Society, 
"it is interesting to contrast the 
Europe of April 1, 1815 with the-Eu- 
rope of April 1, 1915. Then Europe 
was at war just as jt is now. 
Then 


one great nation was standing oft a 
host of Allies just as 
today 
the 
brunt of the present war falls on 
one great power against a field of 
Allies. The same five great European 
nations that are at. war now.were 
fighting then. 
Only, the line-up was 
different. 
. 
- 


"Then, it was Europe—Great Bri- 
tain, Prussia, Austria and Russia— 
against France and Napoleon. 
Then, 
as now, the vast armies of the Allies 
were making ready 
for a 
spring 
campaign of invasion, and, much as 
is the case today, the fields within 
present Belgium were first choice for 
a war theatre. Moreover, a century 
of politics and diplomacy have made 
little change in the questions about 
which wars are waged 
in 
Europe. 


One important difference was that 
the Europe of April 
1, 1815, had 


about progressed .through a score of 
trouble 
to a state of dissatisfied, 
peaceful exhaustion. 
"Napoleon 
made 
his 
Waterloo 
campaign in the spring of 1815, and, 
by July 18 it had been decided In 
the favor ot the Allies. During the

says that "the terrible war in Europe 
is teaching us an impressive lesson. 
We have had too much' politics in 
business. We have given the political 
demagogue too much rope. 
At last 
he is hanging himself. 


"The terrific strain on business felt 


in every community was one -of the 
first results of the sudden outbreak 
of the European conflict. The cotton 
growers felt it in the south. Its ex- 
port market was suddenly closed and 
the New York stock exchange felt it 
in the north and it« doors were closed. 
Every banker, north, south, east and 
west, felt it and his apprehensions 
put a burden on every business man 
and every industrial interest around 
him. 
All shared the general fear. • 


"In the moment of peril that threat- 
ened widespread panic thoughtless 
people began to think. 
There was 


time for thought. Something must be 
done to avoid the worst catastropne 
that prosperity had 
ever 
suffered. 


Now. 
as always, the first appeal was 


to the leading financiers of the coun- 
try. 
Fortunate indeed was 'it that 


they were able by reason 
of the 


much-condemned Aldrich-Vreeland bill 
to secure from the government in- 
stantly a sufficient amount of emer- 
gency currency to tide the situation 
over. 


"While politicians were suggesting 
all sorts of crude and 'dangerous laws 
to safeguard the situation, the.bank- 
ers, joining with the secretary of the 
treasury at Washington and with the 
approval of the president, rescued the 
country from its grave pe'ril. Bank- 
ers were welcomed 
at 
the white 


house, business men were consulted 
by congressmen and no longer stigma- 
tized as lobbyists. Even the obdurate 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 


showed some gleam" of returning rea- 
son and acceded to a request for a 
rehearing of the railroad rate case. A 
demand for a revival of our merchant 
marine came from every part of the 
country and the outcry against a slip 
subsidy faded into a whisper. 


"Misfortune always teaches its les- 
son. In the stress ot an unexpected 
war affecting nearly every great na- 
tion but our own came demand lor 
safer and saner legislation, for less 
politics, and more business, for fair 
treatment of our industries, our rail- 
ways, our bankers and business men, 
for encouragement to capital, for con- 
structive instead of destructive poli- 
cies in legislation, for discontinuance 
cf oppressive law?, and for an inter- 
p_retation of existing statutes in the 
light of reason and common sense. 


"The 
great struggle 
across 
the 
water may prove a blessing in dis- 
guise to the people 
of the United 
States. It will, h.' it marks, as we be- 
lieve it does, the beginning of the 
end of class legislation, of demagogic 
assaults on capital, of tirades against 
business men, the captains of indus- 
try, and of unreasonable attack on the 
great exchanges which make the mar' 
ket for securities and commodities. 
These are the weapons which dema- 
gogues have used so skilfully to ad-' 
vance their own interests at the sac- 
rifice of the national welfare. 


"We predict that the day is not dis- 


tant when political leaders will make 
it their boast that their purpose is to 
stand by the business men of this 
country and aid in the re-establish- 
ment of big business everywhere; to 
honor our captains of industry; to 
strengthen the railroads and extend 
their lines; to protect American" capi- 
tal and labor alike and to set their, 
faces sternly and forever against the 
disturber, the demagogue, and all the 
destroyers of American prosperity"

Vienna, April 1.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press)—Forty thou- 
sand letters. In more than forty lan- 
guages and dialects to be read daily: 
secret mesages written in cipher with, 
invisible inks to be dsicovered and 
puzzled out: all manner of questions 
irora distracted parents 
about 'the 
whereabouts pf their sons to be an- 
swered:

complaints 


from Austrians regarding their treat- 
ment in foreign detention camps, and 
prisons to be investigated. 


These are some of the duties of the 
•Censors—between 200 and 300 of tbeui 
ic—who form the personnel ot the cen- 
•.orshirc 'bureau of the Austrian empire 
-which is located in the war ministary, 
and which has been clubbed "The Or- 
ganized Babel." 
Both Incoming and 
outgoing letters have to be scrutin- 
ized carefully, and the variety of dia- 
lects in the empire, in addition to the 
large number of tongues spoken by 
the Austrian prisoners, make it neces- 
sary to keep the largest bureau in Eu- 
rope.

The staff includes more than 200 
voluntary workers,, who are divided 
into groups acording to their familiar- 
ity with Russian,.Czech, German, Sla- 
vic, 
Serbian, -Croatian, Italian, Ho^- 
raanlan, Ruthanian, 
Polish, 
French 
and English languages and dialects. 
The Russian censors in turn are di- 
vided up Into groups who know the 
TCsthanian, Finnish, L/attish, Arman- 
ian, 
Persian, Turkish, Tartar and He- 
brew tongues. 
The Russian prison- 
ers even receive letters in Bessarabic 
and Sanskrit. 
At the head of each group is a re- 
sponsible official, before whom must 
"ic laid dach, suspicious letter, and 
ach missive containing useful infor- 
tfhation. He in turn makes a monthly 
report to the chief censor, and the 
latter reports to the minister of war. 


IVJore or less innocent attempts to 
deceive the censor, especially in no-

TWO GERMAN YOUTHS 


ON A WALKING TOUR 


ARE IN JANESVILLE 


On Arriving In New York After War 


.Was Declared Find That They 


Were Unable to Answer 


the Call to Colors. 


Unable to get out of the United 
States to join their regiment in the 
call to colors in the German army, 
or leave America to complete a pe- 
destrian trip around the world to win 
a flf ty thousand mark ($12,500) wager, 
is the plight of two young Teuton 
students, who were in Janesville to- 
day. 


Last-June, while at the Berlin uni- 
versity, William Earner and William 
Van Housen, aged 26 and 27 years re- 
spectively, made a wager with a Ber- 
lin merchant that they 
could start 


f .om Germany without a cent of money 
and circle the globe 
in five years' 
time, arriving in Berlin in June, 1920. 
They left their native land, worked 
their way across the Atlantic on a 
cattle boat, and arrived in New York 
on July 18th. 
While in New York, 
state war was declared between their 
country and Great Britain. The two 
students hastened back to New York 
City, appeared before the 
German 
consul, eager to bear arms in" the 
world's war. 
They were unable to 
obtain passage on a German boat and 
It was not long before the German 
passenger ships were driven oft the 
seas and the,two students, like thou- 
sands of other Germans, were unable 
to leave the United States.
